We once planted together in the same 
hill, watermelon and early Fall squash seeds.

The respective vines blos- 
somed freely and we were pleased to note the 
rapid growth of what seemed to be fine water- 
melons, but no squashes appeared. As the mel- 
ons increased in size we noticed the rind was 
coarse and fall of indurated blisters. After [a 
time we cut one of them open; and found to our 
surprise a peculiar development, being neither 
watermelon or squash; and possessing a flat 
acrid taste and the meat being spongy and pi- 
thy in structure, and coarse In character. A 
chante hill of the watermelons from seed cut of 
the same package as that planted with the 
squash, ylelded fine melons; suggesting that 
quality existed in 


potency of reciprocal 
squash and watermelon to deferentiate the 
character of each. As we had never before 


seen a freak of this kind, and would have sup 
posed from the divergence in the physiological 
structure of the and their respective 
fruit, that no sach interblending was possible,
